‘An inquest was held at the Govornment' 
Givil Hospital, . nt: 3.80 sthig afternoon, be- 
fore the Deputy Coroner, G. 8. Northcote, 
Kaq.; anda jury consjiting of Messrs..R. 
Steil,.W. B; Spratt, ad J.-F. Mardfoldt, 
on the body of aman named ‘Lo Man Chung. 

Kwok Ayoo, the wife. of, deceased, gave 
evidence to the offect that the deceasod was 
stshopman in the Mow Hop salt fish shpp, 
at Mong-kok-taui ; his namo was Lo Man 
Chung, and his age 40.. At about 10 o'clock 
last night witness was in-her rooin, and her, 
husband was in tho shop talking toa friend, | 
when suddenly witness heard the sound of 
a ‘shot, and immediately ran into the shop, 


where she aaw her husband sitting down ; 
ho called out ‘I am shot, I am shot” and 
he added “ accidentally by my: friend.” 
Decensed was bleeding -from a wound in 
the. stomach, and witness applied ‘some 
powder to stopthe bleeding, and was azsisted 
yy deccased’s friend to” lay him .on 
a bed... In about a quarter of an hour 
deceased expired. . At nine o'clock this 
morning tho Police visited the'house, and 
the man Chow Wing Fat, who had shot’ 
decedsed, was frightened and went sway. 
He was ashopman ina salt fish shop; the 
same business as deceased, aud tho two had 
always been on good terms. Tho revolver 
belonged to. deceased: “Chow Wing Fat 
nd promised to givo’ witness Ts.
